METHODS OF THE FILIPINOS. 

Cleverness Displayed In Adapting Am¬ 
munition of Various Sorts. 

Washington.—Colonel Clarence R. 
Edwards, chief of the insular division 
in the War Department, has received a 
letter from an officer in the Philippine# 
which shows the ingeniousness of the 
Filipinos and the manner in which 
they take advantage of everything in 
the way of materials for carrying on 
the war. 

The writer says: “I have sent you a 
couple of rounds of ammunition that I 
captured in a trench the other day. At 

first glance it looks like Mauser ammu¬ 
nition, but if you will notice the mark¬ 
ings on the base you will see that one 
is "K. J.” and the other “W. 8. A.” 
ammunition, both 30-caliber. One is 
a cartridge that some soldier dropped 
and the other ia a reloaded shell. 
Both are filed off so that they will go 
into a clip. I tried them in a captured 
Mauser rifle and they work nicely. 
The ammunition that is used in the 
Remington is just as ingenious. They 
use anything, from an old 45-pistol 
shell, or the shell of a 30-caliber, to a 
home-mtule shell from a tin can. Ex- 
cept in the Mausers, of which they 
have only a few,they use black powder, 
and not very good at that.” 

The writer also relates some of his 
experiences with the Filipinos. He 
says they are great on getting on a hill, 
firing a few shots and then getting 
away. The country about him is full 
of hemp, making it very difficult for 
him to get through with liis men. 
Pursuit of the Filipinos in small bands 
ia thus very unsatisfactory.

Boston.—The American Board oi 
Commissioners for Foreign Missions 
has received a message from the Rev. 

G. M. Chapin, one of its missionaries 
in Peking, disclosing the plans of the 
group of missionaries there. It ia pro¬ 
posed to re-open the Bridgeman School 
for Girls in Peking either in that city 
or in Tien-tsin. The North China Col¬ 
lege, which was destroyed in Tun Che, 
will probably be re-opened in Peking. 
Minister Conger has given assurances 
that he will try to secure the use oi 
two or more large compounds which 
have been used by the Boxers and 
hence are liable to confiscation, for the 
use of the American Board of Mission¬ 
aries. Eight of the missionaries, 
chiefly women, feel that they needa 
furlough, but sixteen are prepared to 
remain.

Seattle, Wash.—A special to the 
Times from Nome City says; Mr. 
Andrews, professor of English in Walla 
Walla Institute, was drowned about 
September 12th. While camping for 
the night on the beach the waves sud¬ 
denly surrounded the tent where An¬ 
drews and his partner, Mr. Sutherland, 
were sleeping, and the occupants were 
compelled to swim for their liveB.

Tucson, A. T.—An immense cave has 
been struck in the Helvetia mine, 
thirty miles south of here. A cave 
filled with water was first encountered 
and examination showed that this was 
but the beginning of a mammoth caye, 
260 feet wide in places.

Such in¬ 
human demands ui>on the strength of 
faithful railroad employes shock the 
public. Adequate legal punishment 
should be visited upon railroad authori¬ 
ties wlio order or permit their men to 
remain on constant duty four days. 


Richard Le Gallienne may be auda¬ 
cious and extravagant at times, but he 
is thoroughly sane when lie says: 
“There never was a more pernicious, 
shallow-minded proverb than 'Business 
before pleasure.’ The natural law is the 
opposite. Business for the sake of 
pleasure would be the truer precept.” 
If one takes time to think of it the irra¬ 
tionality of life seems unpardonable. 
The first question in the old catechism, 
"What is the chief end of man?” is now 
answered in terms of work, and in in¬ 
numerable cases pleasure means noth¬ 
ing but the fever to jilunge into more 
work. If heaven be a place of rest few 
are preparing to enjoy it, for a little va¬ 
cation of a fortnight, unless one works 
hard in trying to enjoy It, often means 
only so much tediousness. This fever 
for work, like any other fever, is con¬ 
tagious, and us yet no panacea for it is 
in sight. If with the Increased com¬ 
mercial advantages which we are striv¬ 
ing for in the far East we could also 
barter some of our nervous restlessness 
for their undisturbed calm, the ex¬ 
change might be our most profitable 
gain. 

A writer in a London magazine main¬ 
tains that women admire in men, not 
wit or wisdom, or learning, but tlesh 
and blood. “Cleverness and dullness,” 
sayp this writer, “are qualities in which 
we all may be deceived, but a healthy 

■ animal admits of no doubt.” Tins is 
what is called "a bold generalization,” 
like that which announces summer on 
the appearance of one swallow. A 
woman admires a man because she sees 
embodied in him her notion—conscious¬ 
ly or unconsciously held—of manhood 
and manliness. (Admire is the word, 
remember—not love). If a woman’s no¬ 
tion of manhood and manliness is real¬ 
ized in the person of a “healthy uui- 
mal,” she admires him. This accounts 
for the extravagant admiration paid by 
bis wife to a celebrated pugilist. But, 
If the idea requires to complete it, 
strength of will, energy of intelligence, 
dexterity of wit and readiness of speech 
—in short, all those qualities which, 
with good health, tend to socialize and 

. humanize, she will pay regard to the 
man who possesses them. Society would 
he better ordered, perhaps, if admira¬ 
tion und love went hand in hand. But, 
In fact, they are rarely found together. 
Why this is so is one of the hidden se¬ 
crets which nature chooses not to re¬ 
veal. Maybe it Is because two admir¬ 
able pefsons yoked together find It ditfi- 
cult to determine which is number one. 
And everybody knows that, until that 
question is settled, there cau be no 
peace iu matrimony. 

American city statistics show a note¬ 
worthy Increase of cardiac derange¬ 
ment attributed largely to two novel¬ 
ties of our urban organization. One is 
the now all but universal elevator. The 
“elevator heart” has come to be recog¬ 
nized among practitioners as distinctly 
as the “telephone ear.” Deafness is 
predicted as the consequence of using 
the receiver of the telephone to excess, 
and excess is necessarily the misfor- 

■ tune of persons whose vocations imply 
constant resort to that Instrument 
“Central” should be judged with more 
generosity accordingly. American im¬ 
patience, the national eagerness for re¬ 
mits. has not only made the elevator 
«)i but universal in buildings of three 


or more stories. It lias driven the manu¬ 
facturers into quickening the speed of 
the car to a degree science finds hurtful 
to the people with weak nervous sys¬ 
tems. whose deterioration engenders 
heart feebleness. The "elevator heart” 
was recognized at r.u early period iu 
Europe, where the slower pace of all 
life still makes u larger proportion et 
the citizens prefer walking to shooting 
upward. The favorite type of uiacbiu* 
for moderate service iu European cities 
does not require a conductor. The pas¬ 
senger is enabled with simple auto 
matic nevices to ascend or descend al 
will and the speed of all European ele¬ 
vators is moderate. The elevated rail¬ 
roads of Ainericun cities contribute 
substantially to the increase in heart 
ailments. People will not realize that 
trains are frequent enough to accom¬ 
modate all comers in good time. Un¬ 
der the fulse belief that elevated coach¬ 
es are as infrequent as those ou trunk 
surface liues, city folks rush half a 
square to the station of the elevated 
and then rush up the stairs as If es¬ 
caping an approaching wild elephant. 
In most of these headlong instance* 
nothing is gained at the time. The ‘ 
hasteuer may unconsciously be inflict 
ing ou himself or herself muscular oi 
nervous Injury whose effects will 1>* 
recognized when beyond remedy. Tak* 
your time! 

Since some of the merchants doing 1 
business In villages ana small town* 
in districts where It Is proposed to ex¬ 
tend the system of rural mail delivery 
have expressed a fear that the operation 
of the system would be injurious to 
their trade. It may be worth while to 
point out to them that the experience 
of other communities where rural de¬ 
livery has been iu operation does not 
afford any reason for ilieir fears. In 
the debates on the subject in Congress 
that feature of the issue was fully dis¬ 
cussed und ample evidence was cited 
to show that the system is a benefit not 
only to the people of the rural districts 
but to the country villages as well. 
Representative Cromer, of Indiana, 
said: "Before I had the honor of rep¬ 
resenting tlie Eighth Indiana District 
in Congress I went over three or four 
rural free delivery routes iu one of the 
counties now forming part of my Con¬ 
gressional district, iu company with 
the special agent of the Postofflce De¬ 
partment detailed for the Investigation. 
We found at one point an organized 
opposition to tlu* service on the part of 
some of the country storekeepers, who 
feared all sorts of injury to their busi¬ 
ness if the country people had their 
mails delivered by rural free delivery 
Instead of being compelled to come to 
the village to receive them. We per¬ 
suaded these people to give the service 
a trial. Inside of six months they were 
not only satisfied with the service but 
asked for more.” Commenting upon 
the benefits resulting from the system, 
tlie Hon. Perry S. Heath, formerly 
First Assistant Postmaster General, re¬ 
cently stated iu a magazine article: 
“Rural free delivery will eventually Im¬ 
pel the construction of macadamized 
agricultural roads all over tlie United 
States. We are working in harmony 
with good roads conventions every¬ 
where Vo secure proper roads for the 
rural carriers to travel over. Great re¬ 
sults have been nlrenrty achieved in 
this respect, and more may be expect¬ 
ed. Ou one route alone the farmers ex¬ 
pended $3,000 for the improvement of 
roads as a prerequisite to the establish¬ 
ment of rural free delivery. * * • 
The direct advantages conferred on tlie 
immediate recipients of rural free de¬ 
livery are as obvious as the general 
benefits received by the country at 
large. Farm lands enhance In value by 
being made more accessible. Crops 
bring better prices because the growers 
can got the daily market reports and 
learn just what their produce is worth. 
The wife can do her shopping at the 
country store through tlie medium of 
the carrier without leaving her home." 
Hardly any enterprise on the part of 
the government in the way of improv¬ 
ing its service to the people has been 
more beneficial than this. Rural free 
delivery injures nobody's trade, hut 
benefits all, and there is no reason to' 
Justify opposition to it from any source. 

A Bridge of Kami. 

Something new and interesting 
about ants was learned by a florist re¬ 
cently. For a week or so he had been 
bothered by ants that got into boxesi 
of seeds which rested ou a shelf. To 
get rid of the ants lie put into execu-* 
Hon an old plan, which was to place a 
meaty lame close by, which the ants 
soon covered, every one deesrtiug the 
boxes of seeds. As soon as the bone 
would become thickly inhabited by tlie 
little creepers the florist tossed it into 
a tub of water. The ants having been 
washed off, tlie bone was put In use as 
a trap again. Yesterday the florist' 
bethought himself that he would save 
trouble by placing the bone in tlie 
center of a sheet of fly paper, bellev-* 
ing that tlie ants would never get tot 
tlie bone, but would get caught on tlie 1 
sticky fly paper while trying to reach: 
tlie food. But the florist was surprised' 
to find that the ants, dlscpverlng the' 
nature of tlie paper trap, formed a 
working force and built a path clear toi 
tlu- bone. The material for the walk 
was sand secured from a little pile 
near by.

couples, ns in a march, to the bone.—

“The Pilgrim’. Progress.” 

In a recent number of the Anglo- 
Saxon Review Janies F. Fasbarn, In 
an article on “Some Realities of the Pil¬ 
grim's Progress,” endeavors to prove 
that the topography of the allegory was 
based upon the topography of the coun¬ 
try In which Bunyun lived. According 
to tills pnper, all the wanderings of 
Christian took him only from Elstow 
to Bedford, a short mile apart. El¬ 
stow, the City of Destruction, was to 
Buuyan a spot Inseparable from mem¬ 
ory. There he spent his godless youth, 
indulging in the iniquities of tip-cat and 
other equally frivolous games, and 
there he returned later in life to in¬ 
dulge in such “wiles of tlie devil” as 
bell-ringing and dancing. His later life 
in Bedford was concerned with devout 
thought aud religious observance*. 
Hence to him the one may well have 
typified tlie City of Destruction aud 
the other tlie Celestial City. Pilgrim, 
leaving the City of Destruction, fol¬ 
lows tlie narrow way to the Slough of 
Despond—a watercourse half way l>e- 
tweeu Elstow and Bedford. Tlie green 
at Elstow became in the story tlie scene 
of the Vanity Fair, where Christian 
and Faithful were ill-treated and im¬ 
prisoned. Upon Elstow Green a fair 
was held annually, not only in the days 
of Buuyan, but even generations before 
he was born, and both by repute as to 
the past and in the immortal tinker's 
own time, it was somewhat of an orgy, 
although the more deeply associated 
with wickedness In the mirfd of tlie 
converted blasphemer. This fair is stii) 
held at the present day. 

Tlie two branches of the river Ouse 
are, respectively, the “River of Life” 
and the "Itiver of Death.” The Delec¬ 
table Mountains were inspired by Run¬ 
yan’* view of tlie low hills which sur¬ 
round Bedford, which itself lies ill a 
hollow. When Buuyan was at the turn¬ 
ing point of his career he knew inti¬ 
mately an elderly villager, who turned 
from religion to become an extreme 
Free Thinker. It was the character of 
this man that, suggested the “Atheist,” 
of the Allegory. Christian, addressing 
Atheist, said: “You dwell iu the City 
of Destruction, tlie place also where I 
was born.” Christian was born in the 
City of Destruction, which was the El¬ 
stow of fact, and Buuyan was born t* 
Elstow, the City of Destruction, iu the 
dream. 

The Sin of Fretting. 

“There is one sin which, it seems to 
me," writes Helen Hunt, “is every¬ 
where, and by everybody is underesti¬ 
mated and quite too much overlooked 
iu valuations of character. It is the 
sin of fretting. It is as common as air, 
as speech; so common that, unless It 
rises above its usual monotone, we do 
not even observe it. Watch any ordi¬ 
nary coming together of people, and we 
see how many minutes it will be before 
somebody frets—that is, makes some 
more or less complaining statement or 
other, which, probably every one in the 
room or the ear or on tlie street-corner 
knew before, and which, probably, no¬ 
body can help. Why say anything about 
itV It is cold, it is hot. it is wet, it is 
dry; somebody lias broken an appoint¬ 
ment; a meal is ill-cooked; stupidity or 
bud faith somewhere has resulted iu 
discomfort. 

“There are plenty of tilings to fret 
about. It is simply astonishing how 
much annoyance aud discomfort may 
lie found in the course of every day's 
living, even at tlie simplest, if one 
keeps a sharp eye out on that side of 
tilings. Even Holy Writ says we are 
horn to trouble as sparks fly upward. 
But even to tlie sparks flying upward, 
in the blackest of smoke, there is a 
blue sky above, mid tin* less time they 
waste on the road the sooner they will 
reach it. Fretting is all time wasted on 
‘tlie road.” 

Too Busy to lie Kind. 

“I sometimes think we women, now¬ 
adays are in danger of being too busy 
to be really useful,” said uu old lady, 
thoughtfully. “We hear so much about 
making every minute count, aud al¬ 
ways having some work or course of 
study for spare hours, and having our 
activities all systematized, that there is 
no place left for small wayside kind¬ 
nesses. We go to see the sick neighbor 
aud relieve tlie poor neighbor, but for 
the common, every day neighbor, who 
lias not fallen by the way. so far as we 
can see, we haven’t a minute to spare. 
But everybody who needs a cup of cold 
water isn't calling the fact out to the 
world, and there are a great many little 
pauses by tlie way that are no waste of 
time. The old-fashioned exchange of 
garden flowers over the back feuce and 
friendly chat about domestic matters 
helped to brighten weary days and 
brought more cheer than many a ser¬ 
mon. We ought not to be too busy to 
inquire for the girl away at school or to 
be Interested In the letter from the boy 
at sea. It's a -ornfort to tlie mother’s 
lonely heart to feel that somebody else 
cares for that which means so much to 
her. Especially we ought not to be too 


busy to give aud receive little kiad ! 
nesses to our own home." 

May no one be able to say of us that 
we are too busy to be kind.—The Young 
Woman.

THE YUKON MOSQUITO. 

— 

Drives Moose, Ilccr and Caribou to Snow 
Line nnd Stings Bears Blind. 

Not only do the Yukon mosquitoes at¬ 
tack men aud overwhelm them, but 
they drive the moose, deer and caribou 
up the mountains to the snow line, I 
where these animals would prefer uot 
to be in berry time. They kill dogs and 
even the big, brown bear, that is often j 
miscalled a grizzly, lias succumbed to 
them. Bears come down to the river I 
from the hillside in the early fall tu J 
get some of‘the salmon that are often I 
thrown upon the bunks when the "run” i 
is heavy. 

1 1 ' bruin runs foul of a swarm of mos-; 
qv.itoes and lias not ids wits about him 
Ids day lias come. Tlie insects will 
alight all over him. liis fur protect!) 
ids body, but ids eyes, ears and nose 
will soon Ik- swollen up aud'bleeding, 
and unless he gets into a river or a 
strong wind lie will be driven mad and 
blind, to wander about hopelessly until 
he starves to death. 

Although tlie Alaska summer is short, 
two 'broods of mosquitoes hatch out: 
eac Ii year, and are ready for business 
from one to ten seconds after they have 
the water. It rains a good deal along 
the Yukon, and rain is welcomed, for it. 
drives the mosquitoes to cover. They 1 
hide under leaves and brunches until 
tlie shower is over: then they come out 
lulling with rage at the time they have 
been forced to spend in idleness, and 
the miner lias a harder time than ever 
after liis respite. 

Mosquitoes and snowflakes are not 
contemporaries iu the States, but iu 
Alaska it is different. Snow does not 
bother them so much ns rain, aud an 
early snow may fall while they arq 
still on the wing. Fog does not choke 
them, either. They appear to like it. 
They float about in it as in ambush aud 
take the unwary prospector by surprise. 
—Denver Times.

A young maiden is rattled for, 5,000 
tickets being issued at one rouble each. |

Handling Corn Shocks, 

The report of the Kansas State Boar! 
of Agriculture say* where hand labor 
ia plenty the standard price for cutting 
corn by hand Is 5 cents per shock, four¬ 
teen by fourteen bills square, without 
board, or 80 cents per acre, as there are 
sixteen shocks of this size per acre. 
Corn should always be cut on bright, 
clear days, or on such a day as Is good 
to cure hay In. Two men should work 
together, and the shocks should bo 
started on a Jack, which is made by put¬ 
ting two legs, well braced together, 
near one end of a 10-foot scantling, and 
having an auger hole near the upper 
end for a broom handle. As soon as 
four armfuls are set up against the Jack 
the shock should be loosely tried with 
a stalk and the jack removed. As soon 
as the shocks have thoroughly cured, 
say two weeks after cutting, those that 
are to be stored in the barn should be 
baled tinder 0,000 pounds pressure and 
tied up with a wire (common bay-baling 
wire, one prire will tie up two shocks), 
and those ’4Mht are to be fed from the 
field can be pulled up tight with rope 
and pulley and tied with binding twine; 
the twine should be saturated with coal 
oil to prevent mice and Insects from 
destroying It. Eminent professors have 
agreed that it only takes one and a half 
inches of rainfall to wash all traces of 
digestible matter out of a shock of al¬ 
falfa, and corn shocks are also affected, 
but not to so great a degree. They have 
also agreed that well-cured corn fodder, 
put under a good roof without having 
had any rain on it, is in every respect 
just the same as ensilage, except the 
water content, and it is only necessary 
to cut It and add water to secure food 
identical to ensilage without the cost 
of a silo, with Its short life, and also 
without the 20 to 25 per cent waste that 
mold causes in the corners of the silo.— 
Prairie Farmer. 

Productive Wyandottea. 

The accompanying illustration shows 
a pen of three Wyandotte pullets wh'ch 
laid last year 472 eggs and reared 31 
chicks. The food consumed cost $2.02. 
The hens were kept in a yard by them¬ 
selves and had a run on a fenced yard 
covered with good grass which was 
kept short by the frequent nse of a 
lawn mower, ns It was used as a drying 
ground for household linen. The fowl* 
were fed on corn, and chopped waste 
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The claim made was that feeding this 
diseased flesh produced a mild form ot 
the disease and pigs thus fed would 
hereafter be free from cholera. This 
theory was advanced several years ago 
and caused considerable comment Di- 
! rector Plumb, however, concludes the 
1 method of treatment not entirely a suc¬ 
cess, according to the testimony at bis 
command. The experiment station does 
not indorse this method of treatment 
and distinctly so states. “Hog cbolers 
Is a contagions disease, and when once 
it secures a foothold in a herd, usually 
runs Its course, and after much fatality 
becomes more or less extinct especially 
where serious attempts are made to 
stamp out the disease. Thus far no 
certain remedy, based on an extended 
trial, has been brought out The In¬ 
diana experiment station will Indorse 
no hog cholera remedy now on the mar¬ 
ket, and the most we can recommend 
Is absolute cleanliness about the pig 
yards and lota and the liberal nse of 
disinfectants.” 

Economical Feed Barn. 

Here la a convenient and economical 
feed barn. Above the triangular hop¬ 
per, which extends the length of the 
building, Is a floor with traps, throngb 
which feed can be placed In the hoppei 
and everly distributed throughout Its 
length. There is a door, closed in the 
cut, by means of which the hopper can 
be fed from the wagon. The boppet 
opens Into a trough, from which tbs

Trigg, of Iowa. "The chances are that 
it is by all odds the most valuable tract 
of laud on the farm. Study how It may 
be most economically and advantage¬ 
ously drained, and then tackle it The 
richest lands in Europe are the reclaim¬ 
ed farms wrested from the bottom of 
the North Sea in Holland. The redeem¬ 
ed peat bogs of Minnesota give fields of 
inexhaustible fertility. The muskrat 
bogs of Iowa will grow eighty bushels 
of corn to the acre when drained. The 
wet lands of the Northwest, upon which 
a settler would have starved to death In 
an early day, now ditched and reclaim¬ 
ed, are richer and more productive than 
those of the historic delta of the Nile. 
Give us bogs before gravel knolls, wet 
fiats before limestone ridges, a black 
gumbo before a light loam. 

"Wet lands are invariably good grass 
lands. Where grass will grow stock 
will thrive, and stock means money for 
the man who raises it.” 

Kos Cholera Problem. 

The hog cholera problem Is ever pres¬ 
ent and it is not improbable the time 
will come when this disease cau’be suc¬ 
cessfully treated or at least held within 
bounds, says the Orange Judd Farmer. 
The so-called uew treatment for bog 
cholera, that of feeding the meat from 
swine dying of cholera to healthy pigs, 
is the subject of the latest bulletin sent 
out by the agriculture experiment sta¬ 
tion at Purdue University. Indiana.

The inclined walls of 
the hopper should be supported at la* 
tervals with 2 by 4 pieces extending 
from trough to rafters. 

Snaking Corn for Feeding. 

Prof. Henry, in Feeds and Feeding, 
tells of an experiment made at the 
Kansas station in which one lot of 
steers ate 1,105 pounds of dry corn and 
554 pounds of fodder to make 100 
pounds of gain, and another lot having 
corn soaked until it began to soften 
gained 100 pounds on 938 pounds of 
corn and 512 pounds of fodder. Here 
was a saving of 107 pounds of corn and 
42 pounds of fodder. At unother trial 
with steers in pasture and hogs fol¬ 
lowing them to eat tb. corn in the drop¬ 
pings, steers and swine gained 100 
pounds on 791 pounds of dry corn, 
while where corn was soaked for an¬ 
other lot they got the same gain from 
752 pounds, a saving of 39 pounds of 
corn by soaking. In a test lately made 
at the West Virginia Station with two 
lots of pigs, one on soaked coru and 
the other on coru meal wet to a mash, 
3.85 pounds of corn made as much gain 
aa 4.70 pounds of meal, or a saving of 
85 pounds of meal to 10 pounds of pork. 
In a German experiment with sheep 
those fed on dry corn made more gain 
than those that had soaked corn. We 
should expect it to > > profitable to soak 
corn for hogs or cattle, but not for 
sheep or hens. 

Hessian Fly Solved. 

The Hessian fly problem bas been 
solved, according to newspaper re¬ 
port. A farmer in tlie central part of 
Missouri thinks he has discovered how 
to keep the fly out of his wheat at a 
moderate expense. Just as wheat was 
coming up last fall, he scattered com¬ 
mon salt over half a Held, leaving the 
other half without any. He used about 
a bushel of salt to the acre. He says it 
worked like a charm. The part of the 
field salted has a good staud of wheat, 
entirely free from fly, while the other 
half is badly damaged. Another man 
says he prevented damage from fly by 
sowing a barrel of air slacked lime on 
fifteen acres as soon as the wheat came 
up, repeating the process at intervals 
of a few days._ 

Blanching Celery, 

In the market garden all sorts of 
schemes have to be followed to save 
labor In blanching the plant—the art of 
removing the natural bitter quality. At 
times the plants are set close together 
so as to partially shade one another, 
and finally boards are set upright 
against the plant in the rows. At other 
times albino varieties are employed that 
seem blanched because they develop no 
green or chlorophyllous matter in their 
structure. But the bitter taste remains. 

To have good celery the process of 
earthing up must be continuous. It 
requires a very rich soil, and if plenty 
of water can be given so much the bet¬ 
ter, says Meehan's Monthly.

casket. The percentage of caskets used 
Is still steadily increasing, anil the only 
tiling that prevents its supplanting the 
coffin entirely is its greater cost. Up to 
within a very few years the cheapest 
casket made was one cloth-covered, 
selling at about ?50 to 369. There is 
now produced a casket of wood stained 
In imitation of rosewood that Is sold for 
$3o. But coffins, of course, are made 
much cheaper than that There are 
still made some flue coffins of oak, cost¬ 
ing considerably more, but tbe great 
bulk of the coffins now used cost consid¬ 
erably less and are used by poorer 
people. Still 1 look to sec the day when 
caskets can lie sold at a price so low 
that the coffin will practically disap¬ 
pear. 

“In the old itmes when a coffin was 
just a coffin, aud that was all there was 
to It, and the undertaker, who was per¬ 
haps a cabinet-maker as weU, made 
the coffins that lie sold, he kept on 
hand, or he made to order, coffins of 
any size or quality that might be need¬ 
ed to meet any requirement He mado 
coffins of various materials and grades, 
but he could supply them all. Of course, 
he couldn’t begin to do that with the 
modern burial casket, though he can 
supply a large majority of the demands 
made upon him, because, while the 
modern casket ls made in such very 
great variety, yet the greater number 
of those sold are comprised within fifty 
or fewer varieties that are virtually 
standard styles, aud commonly sold. 
The undertaker can easily keep on 
hand a dozen or twenty or more styles 
of caskets, and among these there is 
likely to be found one suitable. 

“But If there should not be, then, in 
these days, the undertaker might sell a 
casket from the casket manufacturer's 
catalogue, nowadays a large and costly 
book, with a great number of elaborate 
illustrations; or, in any large city, he 
might send or take his customer to the 
warerooms of the casket manufacturer, 
to make a selection there. The sale of. 
the casket would be, of course, not to 
the ultimate purchaser, but to tbe un¬ 
dertaker. 

“In old times a coffin was to be seen 
in an undertaker's shop only upon oc¬ 
casions; now It is not au uncommon 
thing to see a burial casket displayed 
there In a suitable showcase. For a 
long time now, though it is since the 
introduction of burial caskets, It has 
been a custom, followed by many un¬ 
dertakers In the more densely peopled 
parts of the city, to put in their show 
window a child’s burial casket; they 
would never think of putting a little 
coffin there, but tlie little casket Is 
something very different. Sometimes, 
if there is room in a window, there is 
shown there a full-sized casket; but 
more often such display as that is made 
ln a show-case inside; and such dis¬ 
plays might be seen nowadays ln under¬ 
takers’ establishments in any part of 
the city, the casket thus shown being 
one costing, perhaps, 3509, hut more 
likely 31,009 or more. Commonly such 
displays would be of a single casket; but 
ln some establishments nowadays there 
might be seen more than one, and you 
■flight see a considerable number dis¬ 
played. 

“Some of this modern displny Is due, 
no doubt, to modern, progressive ways 
of doing things, which have entered 
Into the undertaking business just aa 
they have into every other. But the 
possibility of It all Is due, like the othei 
changes I have mentioned, to tha 
casket itself, so far removed from that 
veritable symbol of death, the old-time 
coffin.”—Chicago Inter Ocean.

For instance, there’s the common, 
every-day clothespin, on which no man 
hns ever been able to improve, any 
more thuu lie lias improved upon the 
wheelbarrow or tlie old-fashioned 
wooden rolling-pin. Who would imag¬ 
ine that there was anything about the 
clothespin that was worth finding out? 
The writer was passing a little grocery 
where a box of clothespins was among 
the things displayed outside. 

“How much fo^ clothespins to-day?” 
he asked of tlie grocer. 

“Four cents,” was the reply. 

“Four cents apiece?” 

“Apiece Great hickory, no! Four 
cents a dozen!” 

“Ah-li-h! Are you a good judge of 
clothespins?” 

“I should say sol I’ve made mme 
than a million of ’em!” replied the 
storekeeper. “I’ve followed the clothes¬ 
pin, sir, in all the processes of its evo¬ 
lution, from tlie growing tree to tlie 
polishing box. Say!” exclaimed tlie 
dealer, “to look at that pin you’d 
scarcely believe that the manufacturer 
could make and sell twelve of them for 
a cent, and have a profit of more than 
59 per cent at that, would you? 

“But lie can do 't. He ran whittle out 
clothespins at tte -ate of eighty a min¬ 
ute. How? E?«y enough. All he’s 
got to do Is to ta.ve his maple or birch 
log and go to k. Bay his log ls ten 
feet long and a foot through. He won’t 
br.ve to pay mo.-e than 3- for it. If he 
pays any wire than that he don’t 
kuow hU *>vsiues;i. That log will whit¬ 
tle up in'.o 12,990 clothespins. It will 
take the man two hours and a half to 
chow that log up iuto clothespins, 
wliieh is a' ti>e rate of 4,800 an hour. 
But when tln-y ate all cut out they nre 
worth 396-40 to the maker. He will 
work ten hours a day if lie Is smart, 
and will get av ay with four of these 
logs. It's easy figuring to find out that 
he will then bavt on hand 48,900 
clothespins, worth ?3S5.00 if they are 
worth a cent. 

“Tl;e lumber for those pln3 lias cost 
culy SS. providing the man wasn’t 
stuck in buying it. Now, If that was 
all the expend, a man with a clothes¬ 
pin factory would be a blamed sight 
betif-r off than if ho owned a coal 
mine. But these logs have to run the 
gantlet of a good deal of machinery 
oefore they are full-fledged clothespins. 
1 saw separates the log into lengths 
at sixteen Inches; another one saws 
these blocks into boards three-quarters 
kf an Inch thick, anil a third saw re- 
duces tho boards to strips three-quar¬ 
ters of an Inch square. These little 
^rlps are pushed to a big wheel, which 
hurries them to a gang of other saws, 
where they are chopped into clothes¬ 
pin lengths quicker than a sausage ma¬ 
chine can chop up u pound of meat. 
These leur'hs are carried by a awlft- 
rnovinf belt to a machine that grabs 
th«m anl sc-ts them In a lathe. Tlie 
lathe gives them their shape in the 
twinkling of an eye. aud throws them 
to the man who feeds them to still an¬ 
other saw, which moves backward and 
forward as if it were madder than a 
snake. This saw chews out tlie slot 
that the washerwoman is to shove 
down over the clothes on the line one of 
these days, aud 'he clothespin is ready, 
all except kiln-drying and polishing. 
CUn-drying knocks Uic sap out of the j 


wood, ami the polishing is done by let¬ 
ting tlie clothespins rub against tliem-^ 
selves in a revolving irou cylinder. 

“All these processes cost money, and 
when tlie manufacturer comes to put. 
up his goods for sale he finds that Uis 
profit on the 48,009 pins, or a dny'sl 
hard work, Is only about $193. I pay* 
tlie manufacturer oue cent a dozen, or 
about 84 cents a thousand, and, really,' 
I am compelled to sell them for four; 
cents a dozen, or !?.’t.. ,> ,0 a thousand,, 
which wouldn’t be so bad If I sold a| 
thousand every hour or so. But with' 
care, a thousand clothespins will stay? 
by me for a mouth or two, and I even! 
have had them with ino a whole year., 
Chinese cheap labor is pelting tbe Ufei 
out of tlie clothespin trade, for Ling! 
Sing and Wuu Lung don't use clothes-; 
pins In their laudrles, and they’re* 
washing about nil the clothes that are!

The mill 
will be GOO feet long, 250 feet wide, and 
Its product will be merchant steel ex¬ 
clusively.

A Horse’s Blinders. 

A horse’s blinders are usually con¬ 
cave on the inside. True, the surface 
usually Is a dead black, but not abso¬ 
lutely so, so that a glimmer of light 
may be reflected from them. By con¬ 
stant cleansing this dead surface Is 
made more or less smooth If not actual¬ 
ly glossy and shiny. Moreover, the 
blinders are usually set at an angle, so 
that as a result of the law of reflection 
rays of light concentrated by tbe con¬ 
vex surface are reflected Into the eyes, 
Dot directly in the axis of vision, but 
more or less transversely or obliquely, 
the result being even more Injurious. 
As a result of this reflection the vision 
la weakened if not destroyed. 

Moreover, the mirrorlike blinders not 
only reflect sunlight, but they reflect 
objects as well, so that a “blinded” 
horse sees not only objects directly 
ahead of him, but has a more or less 
blurred vision of other objects. Inter¬ 
mixing with and confusing the image 
of objects directly before him, and as a 
consequence he Is rendered uncertain 
In bis movements and Is easily scared. 
No further proof of this Is needed than 
the fact that a nervous horse with a 
reputation for shying and running 
away often becomes tractable If the 
blinders are removed, because he can 
then see distinctly what before he 
could only see indistinctly and confus¬ 
edly.—Our Animal Friends.
